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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' petition to revive abandonment of the instant invention has been 
accepted. Applicant's response to the Office Action mailed on October 6, 2003 has 
been acknowledged. Currently, claims 1 and 39-46 are pending. Claim 1 is considered 
for examination and claims 39-46 has been withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Durham et al., 
US Publication (2004/0022794 A1 ). 

The instant claim 1 is drawn to an isolated biopolymer marker consisting of SEQ 
ID NO:1 . The prior art of Durham et al teaches the sequence structure consisting of 
SEQ ID NO:1 of the instant claimed invention (see page 12, SEQ ID NO: 25). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection above. 
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4. Applicant's argument with respect to 35 USC 1 1 2, first paragraph (written 
description) has been found to be persuasive and the rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's argument with respect to 35 USC 101 (utility) has been found to be 
persuasive and the rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's argument with respect to 35 USC, first paragraph enablement 
rejection in reference to a substantial and credible use of SEQ ID NO: 1 has been found 
to be pervasive and the rejection is hereby withdrawn.
